Beyond The Sandwich 

Packing your child's school 
lunch doesn't have to mean giving 
him a sandwich everyday. 

For a change, try a “Tuna 
Noodle Salad." Instead of plain pas- 
ta, ury assorted fun-shaped noodles 
such as wagon wheels, spirals, al- 
phabets and shells--you can get 
them in bright colors and flavors 
such as tomato and spinach. The 
noodles are combined with tuna, 
cheese cubes, crunchy carrots and 
zucchini for a great salad. 

Place individual portions in 
sandwich bags and refrigerate over- 
night to chill thoroughly, Then, 
just drop one in a bag, along with a 
plastic fork, into your childs lunch 
container and he's ready to go.

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4-H Market Lamb 
Project 

The 4-H Lamb Market Project is 
growing very fast across the coun- 
try. This is true for several reasons. 
More adults are producing sheep, 
more parents are interested in their 
child becoming involved in a posi- 
tive and worthwhile project and 
young people as a whole enjoy 
working with livestock and just 
like cattle and horses, lambs are 
among their favorite animals to 
work with. 

Sheep belong to the ovine fami- 
ly. They're ruminant just like 
cattle. Therefore, they chew their 
cud and consume good quality 
roughage such as grass and convert 
it to a meat product. Sheep can ac- 
tually yield two different products. 
These being wool and meat. Wool 
can make up to 10% of a sheep pro- 
ducer's income. While meat produc- 
tion or market lambs make up the 
remaining 90%, As I said carlicr, 
the 4-H Lamb Project is rapidly 
gaining popularity all over the U, 
S. and particularly here in Alaba- 
ma. This project consists of select- 
ing 2-3 month old feeder lambs that 
would gain rapidly and produce a 
high quality meat product. 

The lambs are maintained in a 

small lot or pen and finished on a 
ration of roughage, corn and supple- 
ment. On the average, lambs are 
sold at 6-9 months of age. Howev- 
er, many lambs are much older than 
this because they are shown at sev- 
eral fairs and shows around our area. 
There are several advantages to 
showing lambs. First, even the 
youngest child can handle a lamb. 
Most often these lambs are ewe 
lambs, which are females, and are 
kept to be bred or sold to a producer 
for his herd, It requires a fairly min- 
imal investment. Of course, you 
can pay top dollar which can run as 
much as $400-$500 for a lamb or 
pay around $100-$200 for a good 
quality show lamb. Any price lamb 
is available. You can find $50 
lambs and $500 lambs. It's really 
your choice as to how much you 
want to pay, if you don't want to 
drag the project out over a long per- 
iod of time. It can usually be com- 
pleted from purchase to selling in 
about 3 months. I personally like 
projects like this for my kids. My 
son is five years old and is showing 
2 lambs this year. And already, he 
has learned how to care for his 
lambs, the responsibilities that go 
with committing to a project such 
as this and will gain a betier under- 
standing of agriculture and what it's 
all about. 

In selecting a feeder lamb, you 
can choose either a ewe or a wether, 
which is a castrated male that can 
be purebred or crossbred. The three 
main factors that you are looking 
for when selecting lambs are mus- 
cling, frame size and weight. They 
should have a high degree of mus- 
cling, be a moderate frame, hopeful- 
ly a frame that will finish at around 
110-125 pounds and look correct in 
the amount of finish that it is carry- 
ing. The easiest way to figure this 
is if you buy a 40 pound lamb and 
you are feeding him 1 1/12 pounds 
of feed a day of a 14-16% ration the 
lamb should gain about 1/2 pound a 
day. Or it should take around 5 
months to finish the lamb to 120 
pounds. 

The 4-H Market Lamb Project is 
a super way for your child or you as 
a young person to get involved ina 
very worthwhile and fun livestock 
project. 

One other advantage | didn't 
mention earlicr is that the 4-H 
Lamb Project does not take a lot of 
space to handle the lamb. If you are 
interested in becoming involved in 
any project such as this, give me a 
call at 894-5596 and I will be glad 
to help you get started. 


half-full freezer will keep frozen for 
about a day, Food in the refrigerator 
will normally last 4 to 6 hours after 
the power goes off. If the food is - 
still frozen when the power comes 
back on, you have no problem. If it 
has completely thawed, but is still 
as cold as if it had been in a refrig- 
erator, it's best to cook the meat all 
at once, divide large pieces into 
small portions and refrigerate im- 
mediately. Do not cool the food 
first on the kitchen counter, Food 
in small portions cools more quick- 
ly to temperatures where bacteria 
quit growing, 


Cottage Cheese No Fat Bar- 
gain 

At 110 calories per one-half cup, 
cottage cheese is often thought of 
as a dict food. So it's an eye-opener 
to find out that 40% of the calories 
come from fat, The "4% milkfat" 
on the lubel refers to four percent 
fat by weight, not calories, Best 


bet? Buy cottage cheese labeled "1% 
milkfat." Only 11% of its 80 calo- 
ries per one-half cup are fat calo- 
ries,

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County Commission votes 4-3 to spend $95,000 to 


install sewer lines to proposed site of new Health Dept. 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept.26 at the courthouse in Elba 
and took the first step toward the 
construction of a new health depart- 
ment in Enterprise by voting to 
employ a Dothan construction firm 
to install sewer lines to the site of 
the proposed building on Highway 
167, north of Enterprise. 

Klapal Construction was the low 
bidder on the installation of the 
lines with a bid price of $86,377.50 
and the commission had postponed 
the awarding of the contract until 
the specifications had been reviewed 
by an engincer. 

At Monday's meeting, a repre- 
sentative of Polyengincering, Inc., 
was in attendance and recommended 
that the low bid be accepted. 

Comm, Billy Eagerton stat- 
ed "If you measure mileage from 
the courthouse in Enterprise to the 
site on 167 it is 3.4 miles. If you 
measure the mileage from the court- 
house to the county's land in New 
Brockton it is only 5.1 miles. Is it 
worth spending $100,000 to install 
sewer lines when you can go just 
1.7 miles farther and put the build- 
ing in New Brockton. New Brock- 
ton is still in the Enterprise divi- 
sion of Coffee County and if the 
health department is built there the 
county can save $100,000." 

Comm. Bill Faulk remarked 
"There isn't room at New Brockton 
to build the building. We have 27 
acres of land on 167 and I thought 
the issue had been settled on where 
the health department is going to be 


built.” 

Comm. Sid Averett, the 
most vocal supporter of the health 
department's request for a new 
building, said "There is no space in 
New Brockton to build a health de- 
partment! I think the site on 167 is 
the best choice and my question is 
why we keep using the health de- 
partment as a political football?" 

Comm, Jimmy Bryan stated 
"We have discussed the this issue in 
the past and it is obvious that we 
have a majority of commissioners 
who are willing to spend $100,000 
before they even start building a 
new health department." 

Commissioners Damascus Crit- 
tenden, Bill Faulk, Sid Averett and 
Eugene Bradley voted in favor of a 
motion to accept the low bid, while 
Jimmy Bryan, Billy Eagerton and 
Robert Stevens all voted against the 
motuon. 

The site on which the new 
health department is to be built is 
located 3.4 miles from downtown 
Enterprise on Highway 167 and was 
given to the commission by the 
Enterprise Industrial Board. While 
the land was donated, the commis- 
sion must extend the city of Enter- 
prise's sewer and water lines to the 
site and the project will cost ap- 
proximately $95,000, including en- 
gincering Costs. 

The bi-monthly meeting began 
at 9:00 at the courthouse in Elba 
and after the routine approval of the 
minutes the commission awarded 
several contracts to low bidders. 


Elba mayor Bob English and city clerk Dud English review bills at Mon- 
day's meeting of the Elba City Council. The newly elected city officials 
will take office Monday. Oct.3 at 9:00 a.m. at City Hall. 


Outgoing mayor and councilmen 
hold final meeting Monday night 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday at 5 p.m. in what is proba- 
bly the final gathering of the 
present administration. The new 
mayor and council members take 
office next Monday. 

All members were present for 
the brief meeting where the only or- 
der of business was to approve pay- 
ment of the monthly bills that have 
been created during the current 
month. Mayor Bob English ex- 
plained that he was doing this to 
keep the new officials from having 
to approve bills when they have no 
knowledge of the purchase. He not- 
ed he had already discussed this mat- 


ter with several members of the in- 
coming administration including 
Mayor-elect Fred Moore. 

These bills were divided into two 
roups. The larger group, totaling 
12,345.58, were purchases for 

which bills have already been re- 
ceived. The other group, for 
$1,549.02, were purchases for 
which purchase orders were issued 
but bills have not yet been re- 
ceived. 

English also said he would be 
meeting with Moore on Friday to 
review purchases made by the City 
during this last week of the current 
administration. 


Tyson quoted in NCAA release 


Former Elba High School assist- 
ant principal Willie Tyson, now an 
assistant football coach at Southern 
University, was quoted in the Sep- 
tember 12, 1988 edition of the 
NCAA News, a weekly newsletter 
published by the National Colle- 
giate Athletic Association, for his 
views on academics and athletics. 

In the article, Coach Tyson stat- 
ed "As a university and as a football 
staff, our concern is that each indi- 


vidual on our team receives a quali- 
ty education, When Southern re- 
cruits, it lets prospective student- 
athletes know that they're coming 
here first to receive an education 
and second to play football." 

Continuing, Tyson said "The 
public needs to know that we're not 
over here just playing football. We 
want them to know that we're doing 
all we can to help our kids get an 
education." 


Gulf Atlantic Culvert, of Talla- 
hassce, Florida, was the low bidder 
on 80 pipes and 12 rings with a bid 
of $8,054.42, while Heath Oil 
Company, of Enterprise, was the 
low bidder on both gasoline and die- 
sel fuel for the county with bid 
prices of $.714 per gallon on gas 
and $.458 per gallon on diesel fuel. 

Dravo Basic Materials, of Birm- 
ingham, was the successful bidder 
on crushed stone. 

Bids were also opened on a new 
building to be constructed at the 
Farm Center, at New Brockton, and 
the bids ranged from a low of 
$59,854 from Tindel Livestock, of 
Graceville, Florida, on just the 
building parts, to a high of $83,424 
from Andalusia Development Com- 
pany on the actual construction of 
the building. 

The commission tabled action 
until the Farm Center committee 
can review the bids. 

The county's problem of parking 
at the County Jail, Health Depart- 
ment in Elba and Human Resources 
building may soon be just a bad 
memory, as at Monday's meeting 
the commission voted to purchase a 
large lot and home located across 
the street from the jail and next 
door to the health office. 

The price for the lot and home 
was $18,500 and the commission is 
expected to sell the home to a mo- 
ver and then make a parking lot on 
the property. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 


***received the monthly fuel report 
on all county vehicles and equip- 
ment; 

***was given the state bid price on 
all items, including trucks and po- 
lice vehicles; 

***agreed to give county highway 
department employees until Feb.1, 
1989 to get comp time and vacation 
time down to 240 hours; 
***approved a request to allow the 
South Crenshaw County Water Au- 
thority to extend lines into Coffee 
Coffee; 

***iabled a request from ConAgra 
to grant the company a 10-year tax 
exemption on Ad Valorem Tax on 
the company's recent $1 million ex- 
pansion; 

***was informed the county would 
not have to publish a voters list 
prior to the general election in No- 
vember; 

***was informed that the Regis- 
trar's Office needed additional infor- 
mation On county voters and re- 
viewed a questionnaire that was ‘ 
planned to be used; 

***was invited to participate in the 
homecoming parade in Elba on 
Oct.7; 

***oranted Comm. Robert Stevens 
permission to decorate the fountain 
area at the square in Elba at no ex- 
pense to the county;

The saga began in May when lo- 
cal resident Gerald Boswell filed his 
suit charging that School Board 
Chairman Tom Maddox, board 
members Stan Marsh and William 
Cowart met in secret with then- 


County judge asks to be dropped 
from New Brockton election suit 


Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley requested last week 
that to avoid any “judicial impro- 
pricty" he be excused from hearing 
a case involving the controversial 
election of a mayor in the City of 
New Brockton. 

Judge McAliley stated that he 
was close friends with both the 
plantiff in the case and the defendant 
and wanted to avoid any appearance 
of impropriety in the matter. 

The election challenge was filed 
last week by Robert L. Miles, a 
New Brockton councilman, who ran 
for the office of mayor and finished 
in a 215-215 deadlock in the runoff 
election. 

Miles stated the decision to con- 
test the election came after he alleg- 
edly learned that "illegal votes were 
given to James Driskell (the incum- 
bent mayor) which, if taken from 
him, will reduce the number of le- 
gal votes given to Driskell" and re- 
sult in Miles being declared the 


winner. 

The night of the election, Miles 
declared he had proof that “illegal 
procedures were going on with ab- 
sentee ballots" and announced plans 
to contest the election. 

The office of the Coffee County 
District Attorney is reportedly in- 
vestigating the accusations and if 
found, will present any evidence to 
the Grand Jury. 


City officials to be 


The new Elba city officials will 
be sworn into office on Monday, 
October 3, at 9 a.m. This will in- 
clude the mayor and five city coun- 
cil members. Also to be sworn in 
are the city clerk, police chief and 
other appointed officials. 

Mayor-elect Fred Moore said this 
week that the ceremony will take 


superintendent C. W. Crews to dis 
cuss the extension of Crews’ con 
tract with the school system, 

A temporary restraining order 
was issued by Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts to prevent the board from act 
ing on the contract before a sched 
uled August 20 hearing. 

No official court action was tak 
en on this matter, as Crews re- 
signed to take another position be- 
fore the matter came up on the 
court calendar. 

Butts later dismissed the case 
with the approval of lawyers for 
both sides. 

A prepared statement signed by 
the four defendants was placed in 
the official board minutes following 
the dismissal. It read as follows: 

This statement is being read

dox and Stan Marsh. It is our 

response to the recent lawsuit

City school teachers & employees get pay raise 


The Elba City Board of Ed- 
ucation held a special meeting on 
Friday, Sept.23 and granted pay 
raises to all employees of the sys- 
tem, as mandated by the state. 

Board members Nadine White, 
Stan Marsh and Tom Maddox, the 
only members in attendance, were 
given a review of the system's pay 
schedule for the past three years and 
then heard Supt. Lamar Foley rec- 
ommend the increase, as mandated. 

"I recommend that at this time 
the board grant the 7.5 percént raise 
as mandated by the state and grant 
the raise based on the actual state 
allotment,” said Foley. "The actual 
teacher salaries are slightly hi,’ <r 
than the state allotment, bit the 


school system doesn't have the 
funds to base the raises on the actu- 
al salaries at this time and it would 
be beneficial if the board would 
base the raises on state allotment." 

The board agreed with the super- 
intendent’s recommendation and 
granted the raises, which range from 
a high of $1,874 annually to a low 
of $1,395. 

After the approval of the raise 
for the teachers, the board also 
granted a 7.5 percent pay increase to 
all support personnel, The raise 
will be based on the actual salary, 
as mandated by the state. 

Supt. Foley told the board that 
the total salary increase would 
amount to $140,000 per year. 


In other action, the board ap- 
pointed fellow member Bob Rober- 
son to the system's assessment 
team.

Esau and Jacob were the two sons of Isaac and Rebecca. Esau, the eider 
son, was the favorite of Isaac, while Jacob, the younger, was the favorite of 
Rebecca, Since Esau was the firstborn son, he was entitled to the "birth- 
right.” The birthright was basically two-fold. First of all, it involved a dou- 
ble portion of the inheritance from the father, and secondly, it involved a 
special ceremonial blessing from the father. Esau complained of what Jacob 
had done to him: "Is he not rightly named Jacob? for he hath supplanted me 
these two times: he took away my birthright; and behold he hath taken away 


e birthright was the natural privilege of the firstborn son, Receiving 
the birthright, the firstborn would become the head of the family, and would 
have charge of the family, including the family property. He would be re- 
sponsible for the welfare of younger sons, the widow, and any unmarried 
daughters. He would exercise considerable authority over the other members 
of the family. The blessing that he received would place him in a special 
covenant relationship with the Lord, (During the Patriarchal period, God 
dealt directly with the heads of families.) The blessing given by the father 
was highly regarded, and was regarded as an oral contract, which was just as 


In the case of Jacob, it appears that he did not actually inherit any proper- 
ty from his father, even though he did buy the birthright from Esau for a 
bowl of pottage, a kind of bean stew. What Jacob did receive was the bless- 
ing of Isaac. The blessing, a sort of last will and testament, promised that 
Jacob would receive prosperity from the soil, and also that he would have 
lordship over other nations. The receiver of the blessing was to be protected 
by God, so that whoever cursed Jacob would be cursed, and whoever blessed 
Jacob would receive the blessing of God (Gen. 27:28-29), Ae 

It was very important to the Hebrews which son received the birthright. 
The book of Deuteronomy made a provision that the birthright could not be 
taken away from the firstborn on the basis that the father especially loved 
the mother of a younger son. The blessing could, however, be diverted by 
the father. Jacob himself blessed the children of Joseph, and thus placed the 
younger before the elder. Jacob's firstborn son, Reuben, did not receive the 
birthright blessing that he was supposed to receive, because of sin. When 
the blessing was given, it could not be taken back, even if it was obtained 
by deception, as in the case of Jacob. Paul used the figure of Jesus as the 
"firstborn" in Col, 1:15-19, to emphasize the rights and privileges of Jesus.

Faison dove over on 
the two-point try and with 11;52 
left in the half Zion Chapel was 
ahead to stay at 10-0, 

A clipping penalty on the ensu-
